F.  Parker  Heinemann, 

W1YG,  was  denied  a  spe-  - 

cial  exception  permit  by  the  town  planning  and 
zoning  commission.  He  then  filed  a  civil  suit 
against  the  town. 

In  late  October,  U.S.  District  Judge  Gerard  L. 
Goettel  said  that  the  town  had  acted  in  good  faith 
based  on  the  information  it  had  at  the  time  of  the 
application,  in  March  1991,  but  order(ed)  the  tower 
approved  because,  the  judge  said,  "I  think  federal 
law  is  on  the  side  of  ham  radio  operators  in  this 
case."

The  STM  should  be  a  person  familiar  with  traffic  handling  on  all  modes,  must  have  at  least  a  Technician 
class  license,  and  be  a  Full  Member  of  the  ARRL.

New  144  MHz  Record 


A  new  tropospheric  ducting,  continental  distance 
record  has  been  reported  on  the  144  MHz  amateur 
band.  On  November  5,  Rene  Shaw,  WB4MJE,  of 
Big  Pine  Key,  Florida,  and  Serge  Szpilfogel, 
VE1KG,  of  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia,  worked  over  a 
1687  mile  path. 

The  previous  record  was  1468  miles,  set  by 
K5WXZ  and  K1RJH,  and  had  stood  since  October, 
1968. 

WB4MJE  is  crucially  located  for  this  work  at 
the  southern  tip  of  the  Florida  Keys. 

This  information  comes  from  A1  Ward,  WB5- 
LUA,  who  maintains  VHF  and  UHF  North  Ameri¬ 
can  distance  record  information  for  QSTs  "World 
Above  50  MHz”  column.  Records  on  bands  from 
144  MHz  to  678  THz  are  published  in  April  QST 
each  year.

Them ?  Remember  that  I  talked  about  the  VSAFE 
program  that  comes  with  versions  of  DOS  from  5 
up?  Remember  how  I  told  you  that  it  was  a  TSR 
(Terminate  and  Stay  Resident)  program  that  would 
watch  for  a  virus  attack  ..  and  prevent  it?  Did  you 
take  my  advice?  Well,  I  did,  and  yesterday  it  saved 
my  taill  Here  is  some  background. 

My  students  at  both  the  Medical  College  of 
Wisconsin  and  the  University  of  Wisconsin  -  Mil¬ 
waukee  use  several  educational  software  packages 
-  Computer  Assisted  Instruction  (CAI)  modules  - 
authored  by  me.  They  use  them  to  learn  about 
medical  genetics,  and  about  the  cells  and  tissues  of 
several  organ  systems  in  the  human  body.  These 
CAI  packages  work  well  for  the  students.  They  can 
use  them  to  learn  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night, 
at  home  or  wherever  they  can  get  to  a  computer  - 
even  an  old  XT  will  work  fine.  A  CAI  package  on 
one  subject  consists  of  several  lessons,  each  fol¬ 
lowed  by  a  test.  When  the  student  takes  a  test,  the 
results  are  written  directly  to  their  unique  student 
file  on  the  floppy  that  contains  the  lessons.  When 
finished  with  the  entire  package,  a  student  returns 
the  disk,  I  extract  the  grade  from  their  disk  (no, 
they  can’t  fiddle  with  the  grade  ..  it  is  in  an  en¬ 
crypted  file  that  even  I  cannot  successfully  alter), 
and  I  give  them  credit  for  the  work.  They  like  it, 
and  I  like  it.  It  is  not  the  only  way  to  learn,  but  it 
is  a  pleasant  diversion  from  the  usual  classroom  or 
laboratory  experience;  almost  all  students  enjoy 
some  self-directed  learning. 

Now,  here  is  what  happened.  Yesterday,  I  had 
over  20  CAI  packages  to  grade,  but  no  time  to  do 
it  during  the  day.  Furthermore,  students  who  had 
returned  disks  were  anxious  to  check  out  new  ones 
they  had  not  yet  completed.  Therefore,  the  solution 
was  to  copy  the  student  files  onto  a  single  floppy  to 
take  home  and  grade,  thereby  releasing  all  the 
student  floppies  for  check-out  by  the  clamoring 
students.  Simple  enough.  However,  my  computer  at 
UWM  only  reads  5  Vi  inch  floppies,  and  each 
student  gets  both  a  5  V*  inch  and  a  V/i  inch  program 
disk,  so  they  can  work  with  whatever  is  available  to 
them.  Therefore,  I  borrowed  the  use  of  a  col¬ 
league’s  computer,  in  a  laboratory  next  to  my 
office.  It  has  both  size  drives,  and  I  successfully 
copied  all  the  student  files  to  a  floppy  that  lives  in 
my  briefcase  for  transporting  files  to  work  or  back. 

After  supper,  I  prepared  to  run  the  program  that 
unencrypts  the  student  files  and  sends  the  grades  to 
my  printer.  I  put  the  disk  in  the  drive,  and  gave  the 
command  DIR  A:  just  to  take  stock  of  the  student 
files  there.  The  computer  beeped  loudly,  and  the 
following  flashed  on  the  screen: 


VSafe  Warning 

Disk  infected  by  the  Michelangelo  virus 
Run  MSAV  to  clean  the  virus 
Press  any  key. 


The  message  was  white  letters  on  a  bright  red 
background,  except  that  the  top  line  ("VSafe  Warn¬ 
ing")  flashed  on  and  off  in  a  bright  yellow  hue.  It 
got  my  attention! 

Of  course,  the  important  thing  here  is  that 
VSAFE  was  sitting  in  memory,  watching  all  pro¬ 
ceedings.  When  the  DIR  command  was  given,  it 
butted  in  before  DOS  could  do  anything,  looked  at 
the  disk,  determined  it  was  infected,  and  STOPPED 
EXECUTION  OF  THE  DIR  COMMAND,  which

battery  terminals  from  shorting,  and  also  identify  the  ownership  of  the  battery.  When  the  battery  needs 
charging,  flip  the  card  over  to  show  the  word  "DEAD."  This  will  remind  you  to  pop  it  into  the  charger 
when  you  get  home.

would  have  transferred  the  virus  infection  to  my 
hard  drive.  Yes,  it  saved  my  tail.  It  is  much  harder 
to  get  rid  of  a  virus  infection  on  a  hard  drive  than 
on  a  floppy,  and  there  is  much  more  data  at  risk. 

Without  going  into  great  detail,  let  me  relate 
that  I  captured  those  student  files,  and  the  students 
got  their  grades.  The  source  of  the  infection?  It 
turned  out  to  be  a  graduate  student  of  my  colleague, 
who  often  used  floppies  brought  into  the  laboratory 
from  outside.  It  was  my  colleague’s  computer,  not 
my  student’s  computers,  that  was  the  source  of  the 
virus.  The  disk  is  now  being  examined  by  computer 
security  experts  at  UWM. 

You  know  the  moral  of  this  story.  It  is  quite 
simple.  Everyone  is  at  risk  for  becoming  infected.  If 
you  take  no  preventive  measures,  you  are  courting 
disaster.  If  you  take  preventive  measures  such  as  I 
did,  you  can  prevent  disaster.  It  is  a  lot  less  stress¬ 
ful  and  time  consuming  to  prevent  an  infection,  than 
to  try  to  cure  an  infection  after  it  happens.  Get  out 
your  DOS  manual... the  name  of  the  program  is 
VSAFE.  Safe  computing! 

P.S.:  My  colleague  was  told  the  old  drive  was 
damaged  by  the  virus,  and  that  it  was  beyond 
repair.  He  went  out  and  bought  a  new  one.  Then  he 
gave  me  the  old  one  to  see  if  anything  could  be 
done.  After  putting  it  in  a  home  computer  and 
booting  from  a  floppy,  it  took  about  10  minutes  to 
determine  that  the  virus  had  scrambled  the  Master 
Boot  Record,  a  little  one-sector  program  on  every 
hard  drive  that  allows  it  to  boot.  The  command 
FDISK  /MBR  wrote  a  new  Master  Boot  Record  and 
fixed  the  problem,  a  10  second  job  to  type  and 
execute.  The  drive  is  now  perfect.  The  lesson  to  be 
learned:  While  a  virus  infection  may  indeed  scram¬ 
ble  your  data,  it  rarely  causes  physical  damage 
which  cannot  be  undone.  Take  heart!  □

Identifying  Values  of 
Capacitors  and  Inductors 

One  problem  which  faces  many  newcomers  to 
low  frequency  (LF)  radio,  as  well  as  other  experi¬ 
menters,  is  that  of  dealing  with  the  coils  and  capaci¬ 
tors  used  in  tuned  circuits.  Not  all  capacitors  have 
labels  which  give  their  values,  and  even  fewer  coils 
have  labels. 

Yes,  there  are  capacitor  meters,  adapters  for 
computers,  and  bridges  to  measure  component 
values  but,  for  more  accurate  measurements  and 
times  when  I  am  more  interested  in  frequency  than 
exact  values,  I  revert  to  a  simple  oscillator  of  the 
type  in  the  schematic  diagram  at  right.  The  diagram 
is  from  Ken  Cornell’s  Scrapbook  tt 4 ,  and  the 
component  values  were  dictated  by  my  junk  box! 

The  basic  design  for  this  oscillator  is  old  and 
well  documented  in  many  places.  Sadly,  neither 
Ken  nor  I  can  take  credit  for  it.  The  last  time  I  built 
such  a  circuit,  I  did  so  on  a  small  piece  of  pert' 
board  purchased  at  a  Radio  Shack  store,  along  with 
a  bag  of  small,  brightly  colored  jumper  wires  with 
alligator  clips  attached. 

The  construction  was  easy  enough.  I  mounted 
the  yellow,  green  and  black  wires  to  one  edge  of 
the  board.  One  may  wish  to  use  two  yellow-  and  two 
black  wires  here,  a  set  for  the  capacitor  and  a  set 
for  the  coil  under  test.  I  then  mounted  the  red. 
black  and  white  wires  to  the  other  edge  of  the  board 


for  power  input  (1.5  to  9  volts  DC)  and  frequency 
counter  output  -  perhaps  two  black  wires  might  be 
better,  using  one  to  the  ground  to  the  frequency 
meter. 

The  FET  (MPF-102)  was  then  centered  on  the 
board  with  the  other  parts  around  it.  This  circuit 
could  be  buffered,  packaged  and  otherwise  embel¬ 
lished  to  suit  one’s  own  needs  and  desires. 

This  brightly  colored,  alligator  headed  Hydra 
requires  that  the  test  coil  be  tapped  or  a  second  coil 
be  wound  around  it.  Make  sure  that  a  second  coil, 
if  used,  is  wound  in  the  same  direction  as  the  coil 
under  test,  and  has  enough  turns  or  the  circuit  will 
not  oscillate.  Use  only  enough  turns  to  make  the 
circuit  oscillate;  about  25%  of  the  number  of  turns 
on  the  coil  being  tested  works  well. 


The  test  capacitor  is  simply  placed  in  parallel 
with  the  coil  and  power  added  by  way  of  the  red 
(  +  )  and  black  (-)  leads,  and  the  frequency  is  read 
directly  from  the  white  and  black  wires.  With  this 
method,  it  is  possible  to  play  with  values  to  obtain 
the  desired  frequency  before  the  components  are 
permanently  placed  in  the  circuit. 

If  the  value  of  any  two  variables  (coil,  capaci¬ 
tor,  or  frequency)  is  known,  then  the  resonance 
formula  can  be  used  to  calculate  the  unknown 
value.  If  one  is  fortunate  enough  to  have  some  1  % 
tolerance  capacitors,  it  is  then  very  easy  to  get  a 
very  precise  measurement  of  the  coil’s  inductance.

Penalties  in  VE  Fraud 

Two  former  volunteer  examiners  in  southern 
California  have  surrendered  their  amateur  station 
and  operator  licenses  in  an  examination  fraud  ease, 
and  a  third  has  agreed  to  a  settlement. 

Amateur  Extra  Class  licensees  Robert  L.  Flores, 
N6WPQ,  and  Rose  Marie  Flores,  N6WPR,  both  of 
Santa  Monica,  California,  faced  an  FCC  order  to 
show  cause  and  suspension  order  from  September 
1994,  in  a  case  involving  examinations  conducted  in 
August  1993. 

The  FCC  alleged  that  the  VEs  willfully  signed 
VE  certificates  and  Certificates  of  Successful 
Completion  foi  persons  who  did  not  actually  take 
exams. 

The  FCC  also  said  that  the  VEs  misrepresented 
material  facts  to  the  Commission. 

The  third  volunteer  examiner.  Amateur  Extra 
Class  licensee  James  B.  Williams,  AA6TC,  of 
Wilmington,  California,  agreed  to  a  one-year 
suspension  of  his  operator  license  and  a  "voluntary 
contribution"  of  500  dollar(s)  to  the  US  Treasury. 
Williams  also  agreed  to  cooperate  fully  with  the 
FCC’s  Private  Radio  Bureau’s  investigation  of 
possible  additional  fraud  in  amateur  license  exams. 

The  licenses  of  Robert  L.  and  Rose  Marie 
Flores  have  been  canceled.

paperwork  for  all  services;  and  the  Customer 
Services  Division  will  be  responsible  for  provid¬ 
ing  technical  assistance  related  to  applications  and 
licensing.

GENERAL  RULES 
FOR  MOST  EXAMINATIONS: 

Be  sure  to  check  with  sponsors  in  the  event 
there  are  changes  and/or  errors  in  the  dates  or 
information  given. 

Most  examinations  require  filing  an  FCC 
Form  610  and  advance  registration  at  least  30 
days  before  the  exam  date.  (Some  VECs  permit 
walkins.  Check  with  sponsor.) 

To  register,  you  must  first  secure  a  copy 
of  the  current  FCC  Form  610  and  fill  it  out  com¬ 
pletely  (AND  CORRECTLY).  Get  your  form  from  an 
FCC  Field  Office,  the  ARRL  or  Badger  State  Smoke 
Signals.  Send  a  290  SASE  if  you  request  one 
from  the  ARRL  or  BSSS.  In  most  cases,  forms  can 
also  be  obtained  from  the  sponsoring  group. 

ARRL/VEC  examinations  require  a  check  for 
$5.90  payable  to  "ARRL/VEC". 

The  FCC  now  requires  applicants  to  show 


their  ORIGINAL  AMATEUR  LICENSE  or  CSCE  to  the 
VEC.  You  must  also  have  two  good  copies  of  your 
license  or  CSCE.  A  copy  of  your  license  or  CSCE 
must  be  attached  to  your  FCC  form  610  and  most 
VEC  want  a  copy  for  their  records.  You  will  also 
be  required  to  have  a  photo  ID,  or  other  accept¬ 
able  identification. 

Technician  class  licensees  must  show  proof 
of  testing  before  March  21,  1987,  in  order  to 
upgrade  to  General  with  a  code  test  only.
